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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Amendment, filed 10/20/2003, with respect to claim 5 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The final rejection of 03/20/2003 and 
the has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 5 is allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a transmission type liquid crystal 
display device comprising a combination of structural elements, more specifically: 

(a) A first contact hole for electrically connecting either one of the source 
region and drain region of the semiconductor thin film to the signal wiring, a 
second contact hole for electrically connecting the other one of the source region 
and the drain region of the semiconductor thin film to the lead electrode and a 
third contact hole for electrically connecting the lead electrode to the pixel 
electrode. 

The prior art Dohjo et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,078,366), as successfully 
argued by the applicant, does not disclose the electrical connection of the contact 
holes to the specified structural elements.
